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RC Car Analog Battery Tester 





OWNER'S MANUAL — Please read before using this equipment. 


Your RadioShack RC Car Analog Battery Tester is a sensitive, accu- 
rate tester for checking batteries. You can test AA and 9V alkaline, 
mercury, and rechargeable batteries as well as 6V, 7.2V, and 9.6V 
RC battery packs. Your tester has an easy-to-read analog display 
and does not require a test lead, making it easy to use. 

OPERATION 

Test batteries separately. Testing more than one at a time causes 
an inaccurate reading. 

1. To check a 9V rectangular battery, insert the battery into the 
tester’s left bay so the battery terminals are against the 9V pos- 
itive (+) and negative (-) contacts. 



To check an AA size battery, insert the battery into the tester’s 
right bay so the battery terminals are against the AA positive (+) 
and negative (-) contacts. 



To check a 6V RC car battery pack, insert and slide the battery 
pack up into the bay in front of the 9V and AA battery bays. 
Position the battery pack so it is against the contacts on the 
sides of the bay. 
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tery cable into the terminal jack on the side of the tester. Make 
sure the battery connector’s locking tab is facing up. 



To check a 9.6V RC car battery pack, slide the switch on the 
side of the tester to 9.6V, then insert the battery terminal into the 
terminal jack on the side of the tester. Make sure the battery 
connector’s locking tab is facing up. 



Note: Always identify the battery’s poiarity (-6 and -) before test- 
ing it. 

2. Read the scale to determine the battery’s charge. 

If the scale’s needle points toward GOOD, the battery has con- 
siderable life left. 

Note: When a fresh alkaline AA or 9V battery is tested, the 
scale’s needle moves a little more to the right than the reading 
when a fully charged AA or 9V rechargeable is tested. 

If the needle points toward ?, the battery’s strength is marginal. 
Consider replacing or recharging the battery. 

If the needle points toward REPLACE, the battery must be 
replaced or recharged. 

RadioShack stores offer a variety of batteries and battery chargers. 


To check a 7.2V RC car battery pack, slide the switch on the 
side of the tester to 7.2V, then insert the connector on the bat- 
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CARE 

Keep the tester dry; if it gets wet, wipe it dry immediately. Use and store the tester oniy in normai temperature environments. Handle the tester 
carefully; do nof drop it. Keep the tester away from dust and dirt, and wipe it with a damp cloth occasionally to keep it looking new. 

Modifying or fampering with the tester’s internal components can cause a malfunction and might invalidate its warranty. If your fester is not 
performing as it should, take it to your local RadioShack store for assisfance.
